Birth Rate Almost in Half. 

The birth rate has fallen off almost one-half, due to under- 
wourishment. All commerce and trade is practically stopped. Sev- 
city-five per cent of the stores are closed and all the necessities of 
‘fe are requisitioned by the government and sold only by them 
‘hrough communal stores. 

The government rations, ranging from half a pound down to 
meeighth of a pound of black bread daily are so small that it is 
‘mpossible to live on them, so illicit trading has sprung up and has 
‘hot prices for foodstuffs to the sky. Black flour brought from 
liege traders costs $2 a pound. 

People who once were rich have had their business, stocks, 
8, bank accounts, everything taken from them. Unless they 
have gone to work they have been able to exist only by the selling, 
by bit, of their furs, jewelry, clothes, and other valuables. *

LOWDEN REPORT 
URGES CUT IN 
CEMENT PRICES 


Springfield, Ill., March 25.—Gov. 
Lowden transmitted today to the legis- 
lative committee inquiring into prices 
of building materials the results of an 
independent investigation which were 
said to show that the state could man- 
ufacture cement at a figure much be- 
low current market prices. 
| The findings of the governor were 
made known to the conimittee at a 
closed session, and no official announce- 
ment was forthcoming. 


Information in the possession of the 
governor, it was said after the confer- 
ence, would indicate that the state 
could produce cement at $1 a barrel. 
Private concerns could accomplish the 
‘same end. Allowing a profit of 25 
cents on each barrel, it was pointed 
/out, a manufacturer should be able to 
‘turn out the product for $1.25, whereas 
‘the best quotation available to the 
state from manufacturing concerns is 
‘said to be $1.85 a barrel.

APPEAL MADE 
SOLDIERS 


Huge Revolt Made 
Known to Public 
by Churchill. 


LONDON, March 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Defending the military 
service bill in the house of commons 
today, Winston Spencer Churchill, sec- 
retary of war, declared that the whole 
of Egypt was in virtual state of insur- 
rection. 

The position was so dangerous, he 
added, that the government had to 
appeal to men on the point of demobili- 
zation to return and save their com- 
rades from being murdered. 

This declaration by the war secre- 
tary was brought about by the re- 
marks of Sir Donald MacLean, who 
had said that Great Britain was 
grossly overinsured with respect to the 
strength of the army. 

Unrest Over World. 

Mr. Churchill ‘asked if he followed 
what was taking place in almost every 
country at present, and, if so, how 
could he say that there was over- 
insurance in keeping 900,000 men for 
every purpose, including ten divisions 
on the Rhine and four divisions in the 
home country, less than the number 
kept here in the peaceful days before 
the war? 

Only three days ago, continued the 
secretary, a situation developed in 
Egypt which was of far reaching 
danger and which made it necessary 
to appeal to fhe men who were collect- 
ed at various ports for demobilization 
to go back and help their comrades 
and save them from being murdered. 

The whole of Egypt was virtually in 
a state of insurrection. : 

Bar Foe Boy Scouts. 

Had Sir Donald read of what was 
taking place on the Black sea, in Hun- 
gary, and on the whole frontier of 
those smal] states which were guar- 
anteed protection by the league of na- 
tions? Sir Donald had said, the secre- 
tary continued, that the German army 
was to be reduced to 100,000 men and 
that the Germans were to have no 
Boy Scouts. That, the speaker as- 
serted, was what the allies were going 
to demand. But had the Germans 
agreed to it? Was there any charice of 
their agreeing to it, if the allies di- 
vested themselves of all their forces 
at present? 

Throw Away Victory 

“The government,” the secretary 
said, “has to face the real facts. If 
we squander our forces now, before 
our terms are secured, with European 
conditions of increasing gravity and 
perplexity, then we should throw away 
with both hands all the results gained 
by the sacrifices of millions cf our 
men during four years.” 

The Liberal opposition had proposed 
a series of amendments to the military 
service bill, which Mr. Churchill de- 
clared were intended to wreck the bill. 
He said there was no truth in the 
accusation that the government had 
not tried the voluntary system. 

Objection was taken to men being 
invited to reénilist for as long as two, 
three or four years. But unless men 
were secured for those periods it would 
be impossible to relieve territorial and 
other troops in ia and elsewhere 
who ought to have effective relief. 


BRITISH ARMS 


GIVING SUPPORT 
TO ESTHONIA 


LONDON, March 25.—Winston Spen. 
cer Churchill, secretary for war, said 
in the house of commons today that 
the Esthonians ani Lithuanians had 
been promised British protection and 
recognition and that the Esthonians 
had been partly supplied with British 
arms. 

There wae a considerable German 
force in that region moving towards 
Windau and possibly Riga. 

It was increasing German influence, 
but on the other hand was saving the 
district from appalling misery and bol- 
shevik ravages, and these operations, 
which were performing useful service. 
were not being discouraged. 

Poland, with Germany behind it, he 
said, was in a serious condition and 
might degenerate under bolshevik pres- 
sure and attack. He pointed out that 
the position of Roumania was also one 
of anxiety. He expressed the hope 
that efforts would be made to aid Rou- 
mania, which, he added, was “the great 
buttress against the advancing tide of 
bolshevism.”

World to Pay 
Its Way, Says 
U.S. Financier

PARIS, March 25.—The world’s finan- 
cial situation is much better than gen- 
erally believed, according to one of 
America’s Wall street wizards, who has 
investigated conditions for the govern- 

ment. 

Great Britain and the United States 
probably will lift the gold embargo the 
moment peace is signed, but this will 
not affect the displacement gold stocks, 
as China and India evidently are the 
only nations wanting gold—Spain, Nor- 
way, and other neutrals are not want- 
ing gold, 

The resumption of American tourist 
travel in Europe, which fs fixed for Jan- 
uary, 1920, is expected to help Italy 
and France tremendously, tourists 
spending $300,000,000 yearly in these 
countries before the war. 


France a Little Tardy. © 

The French financial! situation is the 
worst, as France did not apply taxes 
early in the war and failed to collect 
effectively after passing tax legislation. 
But the French people are better off 
financially than ever before, and will 
not let the government go broke. 

Italy will receive help from remit- 
tances from Italians in the United 
States next autumn, as they ceased 
sending money to Italy during the war. 
When the shipping situation eases and 
coal reaches Italy the situation will] 
improve. 

The Belgian situation is good ex- 
cept in the small devastated area 
around about Ypres. Otherwise the 
factories are going and the land is be 
ing cultivated, and if Belgium receives 
the preference in being paid a German 
indemnity the situation will be good. 


Easing Out of Inflation. 

The currency of the entire world has 
been inflated and the deflating of the 
balloon must begin immediately, but 
this is not expected to create any 
serious consequences. It is believed 
that France will remedy the financial 
situation by naming a new minister of 
finance, whose head will probably pay 
the price for instituting drastic taxes 
and who will be wealthy enough to 
head the list of taxpayers with a huge 
sum from his personal fortune.

son has reversed himself squarely re- 


garding inserting an article in the 
league of nations covenant specifying 
that the Monroe doctrine will continue 
to dpply. The American members of 
the drafting commission last night 
took up consideration of this amend. 
ment, and it is believed it will be 
adopted, as the Americans are pre- 
sumed to have sounded out their col- 
leagues on the league commission. 
It Is pointed out, however, changes 
in the original covenant may face dis- 
cussion when the whole redraft is sub- 
mitted at a plenary session of the 
peace conference. 
It is said Presideat Wilson now as- 
sents freely to all the demands of the 
Republican members of the senate and 
will fight for their inclusion in the 
new covenant. 
Redraft by Taft. | 

The president had intended to offer 
as an amendment to article X., cover- 
ing territorial integrity, a textual draft 
prepared by former President Taft, 
specifically mentioning the Monroe 


of it. Owing to some misquotations, 
garbled in transmission, however, it 
was necessary for him to withhold the 
proposed amendment until the next 
meeting of the league commission to- 


morrow. 
It is believed that Senator Root 
communicated to the American com- 
mission the fact that the opposition 
in the senate would refuse to accept 
the covenant without the changes they 
had proposed and had threatened to 
separate the league of nations con- 
stitution from the peace treaty, no 
matter how closely the two instru.

Time Vital Factor. 

Thus the Americans came to realize 
they must assent to these demands, 
because time has become the most 
important factor. It apparently was 
decided that if the league is held up 
or delayed until after the peace treaty 
is signed the league, might never be 
come a reality at all. 

No one around the Hotel de Crillon 
today would explain definitely the pres- 
ident’s about face on the changes, and 
the impression is given out that he 
always had intended to amend the 
covenant. Heretofore, however, it has 
always been explained that a specific 
allowance for

In spite.of the 
extent of our prosperity and its relatively wide dis- 


tribution, there are bad spots which must be cleared 
up, the effects of a too thoughtless individualism 
and an excessive scramble after wealth. Most of 
all, we need to recognize that we are in the great 
movement for the betterment of the conditions of 
the average man and woman, and if we have the 
true spirit of Americanism we shall loyally throw 
ourselves into it and see that it progresses con- 
structively in our country. 

We may be certain that unless heedless radical- 
ism plunges us back into the crudities and pri-

SHORTER HOURS FOR WOMEN. 
Thirty-eight states now regulate the working 
urs of women, and of these Illinois stands almost 
me in permitting a seventy hour week. The IIli- 
jis industrial survey, appointed by Gov. Lowden, 
S recently completed an extensive investigation 
mane result of which it strongly recommends the 
page of an eight hour law for women workers 
h the exception of those employed on the farm 
in private households and graduate nurses. On 
neral humanitarian grounds such a law ought 
enlist the support of most impartial persons, 
fe compilers of the survey, however, believe that 
can be advocated as a practical business propo- 
ion as well as a humanitarian or sociological 
e of legislation. They present statistics to 
bw that the shorter work day does not tend to 
rease production but in some cases actually has 
p opposite effect. In three specimen industries 
ed the increase in production ranged from 2 to 
per cent. 

There has been a voluntary trend among em- 
yers, especially in Chicago, to shorten the. 
rking hours for women. In 1918, according to 
p Statistics, only 33 per cent of the firms report- 
had established a day of less than nine hours,

Editorial of ‘the Day 


FACTS ABOUT RUSSIA. 
[Saturday Evening Post.] 

While the rest of the world complained that trust- 
worthy information about Russia was not obtainable, 
tecause everything coming out of that country was 
distorted one way or the other, Socialists collected a 
great deal of authentic Russian information for the 
guidance of their recent international convention at 
Berne. They went to the bolsheviki themselves for 
the information, and having digested it they de- 
nounced the bolshevik rule. 

Though suppressing every Russian publication not 
friendly to them the bolsheviki are great publicity 
artists on their own side. They have their official and 
semiofficial newspapers and various government or- 
gans covering particular fields. It was from the files 
of these publications that the Socialists compiled their 
report, taking nothing from nonbolshevik sources, 
and giving the authority for their statements in each 
case. 

The Socialists were not Interested in what the bol- 
eheviki did to the bourgeoisie and they paid no atten- 
tion to that, their general idea being the more any- 
body does to the bourgeoise, or property owning class, 
the better. They were not interested in reports of 
bolshevik terrorism, massacres, and so on, for they 
allow that much disorder of that sort will usually 
accompany a revolution. They confined their atten- 
tion solely to the result of bolshevism upon the very 
class in whose exclusive interests it professes to rule 
—namely, upon the proletariat, or urban wage earn- 


ers, 
fuund, out of its own mouth, that it was destroying 
the very class it is supposed to benefit at the expense 
of all the rest of society. 

The bolsheviki’s own reports showed that the popu- 

lation of Petrograd had declined about two-thirds, 
cnly about 800,000 inhabitants being left out of about 
2,400,000. Population of Moscow had declined about 
60 per cent. In one group of Petrograd factories the 
number of workmen had fallen from 277,000 to 120,000. 
Moscow metal workers’ unions had lost 123,000 mem- 
bers out-of 183,000. Chemical workers’ unions had 
lost three-fourths of their members. Other such in- 
stances are cited from bolshevik reports. 
City wage earners have been disappearing into the 
highly paid army, drifting out to the villages, turning 
peddler and petty gpeculator, Output ofta large group 
of textile factories had declined three-quarters. 

Not only has the number of workers greatly de- 
creased, but output per mar has fallen. The Petrograd 
soviet reported that the state had advanced 96,000,000 
rubles to the famous Putiloff works—formerly one of 
Russia's leading industrial establishments—of which 
66,000,000 rubles had been expended in wages, while 
total output of the works in the same period was 
valued at only 15,000,000 rubles. From various re- 
ports it seemed that the total factory output equaled 
only about half the sum drawn from the state treas- 
ury; hence an official complaint that the government 
has been obliged to print paper money at the rate of 
200,000,000 rubles a day, and that the value of its 
rubles in the interior of the country has fallen 95 
per cent. 

Last November the central executive committee de- 
clared that the food shortage in Moscow was largely 
due to loafing and plundering. In December a gov- 
ernment organ complained that the mass of new in- 
dustrial officials appeared only twice a month—to 
draw their salaries. As to an enormous increase in 
the number of such officials five districts in one proy- 
ince now show 495 officials where formerly in twelve 
districts there were only 276. 

No wonder Kautsky declared: “The great argu- 
ment for Socialism is that it is more efficient than the 
capitalist system, but the boishekivi are undermi 
this argument.” 

Of course they still say that though !t worked most 
disastrousiy in Russia it would work beautifully some 
othe place—any place where it has never been tried. 
But there is its own report of itself in the only place 
where it ever has been tried. For bolshevism, aside 
from its red terror—that is, on the economic side—{s 
nothing else than orthodox Marxian Socialism put into

When Bill got into office by the famous one-four-seven-four-double-seven 
Piurality the ‘Yes, yes, boys’ at ‘No. 2’ were soused with power.

His name, in letters twenty feet high, 
announced himself and his “ recom- 
mendations ” in motor cars to the pub- 
lic from the boulevard’s narthern ex- 
tremity; before his door waited a 
cream colored machine with patent 
leather top, attended by uniformed 
chauffeur and footman, against the 
time when. he should wish to ride 
about.

the walks of peace to engage in war.” 

As War Loomed. 

At this time Germany had been op- 
erating its unrestricted submarine war-. 
fare for two months; the “overt act” 
had been perpetrated: diplomatic rela. 
tions with Germany had been severed: 
Count von Bernstorff had been  dis- 
missed; armed forces had been placed 
on all American merchant ships sail- 
ing through the war zone: the Zimmer- 
mann note had been revealed, contain- 
ing Germany’s proposals to Mexico 
that they make war together on the 
United States, Germany to furnish the 
funds and Mexico to get Texas, Ari- 
zona, and New Mexico. Everybody 
knew America would declare its accept- 
ance of the state of war forced by the 
kaiser, yet Thompson was mumbling 
about a “hysterical demand.” . 

And on April 26, 1917, twenty days 
after American had geclared war, 
Thompson, in a long message to the 
people, said of conscription: © 

“T am unalterably opposed to a draft 
for the purpose of forcing our young 
men into the trenches of Europe.”

Sixty-five per cent of the death 
claims since October have been from 
deaths caused by influenza or pneu- 
monia. We had to sell a large part 
of these securities to pay claims. War 
claims, a8 compared with those from 
influenza and pneumonia, were insig- 
nificant. The contract obligation to 
the 1,000,000 members of the organiza. 
tion is $1,600,000.”: 
More than 465 delegates, from every 
part of the country, are attending the 
convention.

According to Assistant Attorney 
General Pruitt, H. H. Schaefer, head 
of the stock concern, was arrested 
March 12 for selling units in a com- 
mon law trust known as “The Em.- 
pire Cardey Royalties Securities com- 
pany.” The case is a test to see 
whether common law trust units are 
amenable under the blue sky law. 

A new complaint against H. H. 
Schaefer company, which has offices at 
108 South La Salle street, was regis- 
tered in another letter to the secre- 
tary of state written by Pruitt. 

It deals with the alleged purchase 
by W. A. Marguerate of 1036 West 
Van Buren street of ten shares of 
stock in the National Live Stock and 
Food Producing company, a licensed 
concern, during December. According 
to Marguerate’s story, he paid for the 
stock and it has never been delivered. 


Traces Authorization. 


“TIT wish you would advise me 
whether Schaefer & Co. are authorized 
agents for the sale of these securities 
and whether they were authorized 
agents in 1918.” said the letter. “If 
the concern was designated by the 
National Live Stock and Food Pro- 
ducing company, the licensee must 
stand behind the contract and see that 

the pur- 
chaser. 

“If they were not so licensed, we 
are prepared to institute criminal pro- 
ceedings at once under the blue sky 
law against Schaefer & Co. for selling 
stock in violation of the statute.” 

Pruitt declared that the Nationa! 
Live Stock and Food Producing com. 
pany has no license for 1919. He criti- 
cized Schaefer & Co. as “telephone 
operators,” meaning that considerable 
stock is sold over the telephone 


Industrial Loan and Guaranty. 

A visitor at the attorney general's 
offices yesterday was J. C. Corcoran. 
president of the Industrial Loan and 
Guaranty company. Corcoran declared 
that his company courts investiga- 
tion. 

This investigation, according to 
Pruitt, will be accorded willingly by 
the attorney general's office. 

Corcoran said his company was a 
legitimate business concern, with an 
excellent reputation, and he offered 
to make good any losses by stock pur- 
chasers.

SEED CAUTIONS. 
NO. 14. 


The one compelling motive of this 
department of THe TRIBUNE is to rouse 
the public to the need of greater do- 
mesticity—the need of home garden- 
ing, so important a factor in the sta- 
bility of home life and the upbuilding 


of character. 

The growing response tends to prove 
the inborn desire to commune with 
nature, to be a producer instead of a 
parasitic drone, to cause things } to 
grow. The steady increase of perma- 
nent gardeners is most gratifying. Nu- 
merous others were influenced by the 
hullabaloo of the garden campaigns of 
1917 and 1918 to make a start, but 


lacked either stamina or continuity of 
purpose to conquer the difficulties. 


Many of these have definitely quit 
because of obstacles placed in their way 
by the very seed merchants whose in- 
terests would seem to prescribe co- 
operation and encouragement. 

It is not the intention, at this season, 
to provoke a reopenjng of the seed 
controversy of last tober; but the 
gardener must be warned that there 
are good seeds and bad, seeds true to 
name and otherwise. 

During the war the importation of 
seeds was practically suspended. “Ae 
we had “been entirely dependent on 
European importations for some of 
them, the abuses by unscrupulous 
growers and merchants were many and 
varied. They must and will be cor- 
rected automatically if our new in- 
dustry is to survive the resumption of 
seed, bulb, and plant imports. 

The value of seeds depends not neces- 
sarily 6n their appearance nor on the 
beauty of the illustration on the pack- 
age, but on the skill and judgment of 


the seed breeder, on proper curing and 
storage conditions. on the age and 


viability of the seed, and on the hon- 
esty of purpose of every participant, 
from seed breeder to consumer. 

The name of the seedsman on 4a 
package is no guaranty of either the 
quality or the identity of the contents, 
as evidenced by the formal disclaimer 
of responsibility in, the catalogues and 
on the invoices of most. 

Nevertheless a package whfch shows 
no such name or, at best, that of the 
grocer, druggist, or hardware dealer 
acting as sales agent, offers too great 
a temptation to dispose of culls, old or 
inferior seeds, and job lots, to warrant 
staking a season’s toil on the contents. 
They may, perchance, be good, but the 
gardener has a right to know whose 
reputation is at stake that his future 


patronage may be guided by the re-‘ 


sults. 
~o- 

Seed displays known to include left 
over stock of other years are best 
avoided, for most seeds deteriorate 
more or less rapidly after the first 
year. Bargain sales of seeds should 
always be regarded with’ suspicion. 
Such seeds are apt to prove the costli- 
est of all. 

If the size of the garden warrants 
purchasing in larger lots, the gardener 


should buy bulk seeds rather than) 
package goods, even though the sam@/, 


relative price be insisted on. Bulk 
seeds are provided for market garden- 
ers, and the best available are more 
apt to be at their disposal. 

Combining the orders of two or.-more 
gardeners may make such purchases 
possible. In that case there would be 
enough of each variety to warrant mak- 
ing a germination test, though the sea. 
son is now so far advanced that no 
time should be lost over such as must 
be started in hotbeds or window boxes.

Government and Copper — 
Producers in Agreement 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—The 
war department announced today that 
an agreement had been reached with cop- 
per producers under which approximate- 
ly 100,000,000 pounds of copper owned by 
the war department will be disposed of 
during the next fifteen months at market 
prices. The United Metal Selling com- 
pany, organized by the producers for the 
‘purpose, will handle the transaction. 

For the first ten months the company 
will handle 5,000,000 pounds of govern- 
ment copper per month and for the suc- 
ceeding five months will dispose of 10,- 
600,000 pounds per month. The agree 
ment provides for the absorption by the 
producers in this manner of government 
surplus copper equal to 10 per cent of 
the copper sales of the producers, the 
government proportion to be increased in 
the event of favorable market condi- 
‘tions. A tmall allowance will be made te 
the producers to cover the expense of 
the government selling.
